The bill passed 
by the house and senate has enough 
votes to become law over presiden- 
tial veto. It is being discounted al- 
ready as- a law.

The fact that 
a"'Democratic nominee might say he 
would have signed the bill that Mr. 
Coolidge might veto is not likely to be 
Of considerable value on the stump. 


The main'thing is thqt members of 


the senate and house will not have the 
bonus to contend with in the elections 
and there will be little organized op- 
position to the few opponents of the 
measure. Indeed, of the few senators 
•who did vote against the soldiers in- 
surance bill, not all rome up f«r re- 
citation this year anyhow. The Dem- 
ocrats have as much light to claim 
credit for the passage of the bill as 
the Republicans for they, supported It 
overwhelmingly.

THE WAR ON BILLBOARDS 


The highways in Minnesota are to be 


idvertisingless and unmarred by bill- 
boards. 
Authorities in Dane county, 


vho have ordered all signs down by May 
1, phrase the keynote of 'the statewide 
campaign thvts: 
"Unrestricted outdoor 


advertising along our highways is not on- 
ly offensive but in many cases a menace 
to the safety of the public and a mar to 
the beauty of our community." 


The state highway department has re- 


moved more than half a "million signs 
from Minnesota highways, in a cam- 
paign in which newspapers, railroads, 
housewives and civic organizations have 
united. The Chicago. Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway company announces it wjjl 
revoke all permits for billboards along the 
road right of Avay encircling Lake Cal- 
houn. one of Minneapolis' beauty §pots. 
Housewives of Crystal Bay. Lake Minne- 
tonka. near Minneapolis have voted to 
boycott all articles advertised on bill- 
boards in their vicinity. 


According to. the Minneapolis Journal-. 


"it is to be hoped that these -examples 
•will lead to further orders restoring scen- 
ic beauties now ruined by_roadside board- 
ings. Owners of vacant property along 
the main traveled roads may well cooper- 
ate in banning the billboards to which 
they have given asylum at small rentals. 
They have thus become- accomplices in 
the garish crimes against the eye that are 
10 freely committed in city and country. 


Mr. Barnum was the originator of the 


circus form of advertising, which has to- 
day spread to the disfigurement of our 
streets and highways. It is estimated that 
from 575.000.000 to §100.000,000 is 
gpent annually with national sign compa- 
nies. The expenditure is not producing 
results. 
A dozen years ago the bill- 


board was exceedingly popular, today it., 
is in disrepute. Some of the largest cor- 


>rations in :the United States have de- 


cided 1o eliminate the use of billboards. 
at least where they are likely to cause 
public disfavor. Three of the largest 
English corporations have announced that 
they vill remove all field signs and "help 
to maintain the natural beauty of the 
landscape of the British Isles."' 


Any form of advertising that is offen- 


sive cannot survive. The millions of peo- 
ple who tour the country and want to see 
and enjoy it are down on the billboard. 
This in itself spells its doom. 
No ad- 


vertiser can afford. to forfeit the public 
good will that is certain to be lost by p«r- 
sistcnt use of billboards that offend the 
eye and the sentiment of the people. 
It 


•«-ill not be surprising, if the signs whii-h 
are littering our highways and arc from 
every standpoint, a public nuisance will 
come down cvcu faster than they went 
up.

The kid had swallowed some of those 
attractive red sugar coated strychnin tablet's. How 
many of the deadly-tablets the child had swallowed 
was a question, but his mother found him with his 
lips and tongue reddened from the dye iwd to 
color tho tablets.

ipecac, and down went a. good spoonful. Then 1 
served my apprenticeship as

waited so long in my life »• I did for that ipecac 
to work on that baby.

emetic which they can administer hypodermically. 
I know how thorough it is for I have tried it on the 
fellow who does the chores an* takes care of the 
furnace at our house. But thorough though it may 
be. this hypodermic emetic is a wee bit slow when, 
you want snappy action. 


Copper sulphat is the thing1. It has bounce. Tou 


=olv«> just a grain or two or three In a tablespoon 


or two of water, and pour It down the patient s 
throat. Take my advice and have everything icady 
for instantaneous returns. 


Copper sulphate is commonly known as blue, vit- 


riol and of course it is somewhat poisonous in large 
quantities. 
But I suggest that just half a dozen 


grain tablets of cobpper sulphat be Kept for u<=e as 
an emergency emetic or should the drupcist have no 
such tablets, then k«ep a solution of two or three 
grains of copper sulphate in an ounce of water 
in a little vial all ready to pour down the patient's 
throat. The tablets are handy to carry, but other- 
wise have no advantage over the ready to give 
solution. 


Maybe a lot of doctors know little about the use 


of copper sulphate as an emetic. But anybody who 
has served long jears of apprenticeship as 
a 


waiter, as I did when I was waiting for that ipecac 
to act, ought to appreciate the quick service which 
copper sulphate gives when it Is necessary to emp- 
ty a stomach without delay.
